STEPHEN DECATUR. 

Stephen Decatur was born in Wor- 
cester OonntV, Maryland, January 
5th", 177'.». lie entered the navy ut 
an early age, as a midshipman, and in 

1 SO 1 was promoted to lieutenant, and 

sailed in the Essex to the Mediterra- 
nean Sea. While at Malta, be bad 
an affray with a British officer, and in 
consequence was suspended, and sent 
home. An investigation which fol- 
lowed proved him lo have been blame- 
less, and he was appointed to the 
oommaud of a ship, and sent to the 
Mediterranean to take part in the Tri- 
polian War. 

The barbarians of the African 
coast of the Mediterranean, had for a 
long time been in the habit of en- 
slaving all the Europeans and Ameri- 
cans on whom they could lay bands. 
The government of the United States 
had purchased, by a stipulated sum of 
money and tribute in military and 
maritime Stores, the forbearance of 
somo Of these pirate powers, among 
others the Hey of Tripoli, the IVy 
of Algiers, and the Hey of Tunis, who 
agreed in eonsideral ion of this tribute 
not lo make slaves of Americans. In 
May, 1800, Commodore Bainbridge 
in command of the George Washing- 
ton, went with the usual annual tri- 
bute to the Algorine ruler. When 
Bainbridge's business was finished, he 
WM about to leave, when the Dcy or- 
dered him to carry an Algerine am- 
bassador in his ship to Constantino- 
ple. Bainbridge politely refusing was 
told sternly by the Hey: "Yon pay 
me tribute, by which you become my 
slaves, and therefore 1 have a right 
to order you as 1 think proper." As 
Bainbridge could not leave the har- 
bor of Algiers without the Hoy's per- 
mission without rnnning tho risk of 
being sunk by tho guns of the forti- 
fications, he was forced to obey. At 
Constantinople, he was warmly re 
oeived by the Turkish authorities, who 
had never seen an American and 
never heard of the fniied Slates, and 
only knew of America in a very vague 

ave him a paper call- 
ed a " firman,' to protect him from 
the pirates of the Mediterranean.

Bainbridge's return to Algiers, the 

Hey ordered him on another errand 
to Constantinople. Bainbridge, re- 
fusing to obey threw the IVy into a 
violent fury, and he threatened war, 

and even menaced Bainbridge with 
personal violence. Hainbridge pro- 
duced the " firman," which quickly 

changed the Hey's lone, and fright- 
ened him horribly, so much indeed 
that when Bainbridge ordered him to 

release some Frenchmen, whom be 

had imprisoned, he complied in the 
lamblike manner. The Hey of 
Tripoli was equally insolent, niul de- 
manded mora tribute, and his demand 
not being complied with, declared war 
against.

The defenders 
of the Philadelphia were all killed or 
driven into the sea, and she w 
on tire and burned up. 

On August 3d, Hot. Lieutenant 
dam .ir, a brother of Stephen 

Decatur, was killed, lje ha,| 
tho surrender of one of the enemy's 

boarding her 

to tnk< ion. when the captain 

of the surrendered vessel treuoher- 

ihot hi m and escaped. In the 

same phen D< 



attacked the captain with a piko. 
The assailed seized it, and turned it 
upon his assailant. Decatur drew his 
cutlass, and attempted to cutoff the 
head of the pike, when bis weapon 
snapped at the hilt, and be was left 
apparently at the nitrey of the Turk. 
He parried the thrust of the latter, 
and sprang upon and clutched him by 
the tliro.it. A trial of strength on- 
sued, and they both fell to the deck. 
The Turk attempted to draw a small 
poniard from bis sash, but Decatur 
grasped the band that held the deadly 
steel, and drawing a small pistol from 
his pocket, shot the Turk dead. 
During the affray, Reuben James, 
a gunner, performed a most setf- 
sacritlcing act. One of the Tri- 
politans, seeing the perilous con- 
dition of bis commander, aimed 
a salve-blow at Decatur's bead. 
James, with both arms disabled from 
wounds and bleeding profusely, rush- 
ed between the Tripolitan and his 
Commander, and received the salve- 
blow upon bis own bead. Fortunate- 
ly the blow was not fatal. 

The war with Tripoli ended in 
dune, ISOo. by a rather disgraceful 
treaty. Although it was stipulated 
that the United States should pay no 
more tributo to Tripoli, it was agreed 
that §00,000 should be paid for cap- 
tives then in possession of the Tripo- 
litan. Altogether better and less hu- 
milating terms for the United Slates 
might easily have been obtained. In 
lSl"^, the United States was at war 
with England. Sunday morning, Octo- 
ber Mth, 1812, Decatur, then m com- 
mand of a war-vessel, called the 
United States, fought and captured 
the British frigate Macedonian, after 
a bard tight. There was a boy only 
twelve years of ago on board the Unit- 
ed States, the son of a brave seaman, 
whose death bad left the boy's mo- 
ther in poverty. When the crew was 
clearing the ship for action, the boy 
stepped up to Decatur and said, •' I 
wish my name may be nut upon the 
roll, sir." Why so, my lad." said tbc 
commander. " So that I may have 
a share of the prize money," was 
i be earnest reply. Hleased with the 
lad's spirit, Decatur granted bis re- 
tpiest. At the close of the action, 
Decatur said to him : "Well, Hill, we 
have taken tho ship, and your share 
of I he prize money may be about two 
hundred dollars ;' what will vou do 
with it?" "I will send half to my 
mother, and the other half shall send 
me to school." The commander was 
so pleased with the right spirit of the 
boy that, ho took him unoor his pro- 
lection, procured a midshipman's 
berth for him, and superintended 
bis education. Of the officers and 
crew of the Macedonian, three hun- 
dred in number, thirty-six were kill- 
ed aud sixty-eight wounded, while the 
loss of the United States was only five 
killed and six wounded. Captain 
('anion, the British commander, 
fought his ship skilfully and bravely", 
and when be came on board the Unit- 
ed States, and offered his sword to 
Captain Decatur, the latter generous- 
ly remarked, "Sir, 1 cannot receive 
tlie SWOld of a man who has so brave- 
ly defended his ship, but I will re- 
ceive your band." Decatur and Car- 
don bad met before. It was in the 
harbor OS Norfolk, just before the be- 
ginning of the war, that they were 
introduced to each other. Before 
thev parted, Harden said to Decatur, 
•• We now meet as friends, Gk)d grant 
that we may never as enemies; but 
wo are subject to the orders of our 
governments, and must obey them." 

•• I heaitly reciprocate the sentiment," 

said Decatur. " Hut what, sir," said 
Cardon, " would be the consequence 
to yourself and the force you com- 
mand if we should meet as enemie 
"Why, sir," said Decatur, '-if we 
meet with forces that might, be called 
equal, the OOttfliot would be severe, 
but the flag of my country on the 
ship 1 command, shall never leave 
the staff on which it waves as long as 
there is a hull to support it." 

Stephen Deeatiw performed other 
services at sea for the United 8 
The officers of the army and navy 
used to settle all their disputes by 
fighting duel*. Decatur had a dis- 
pute with Captain James Harron. of 
the Hinted States Navy, and they 
fought a duel in 18'20, in which Har- 
ron was severely and Decatur mor- 
tally wounded.

Although numerous crimes 
have been proven against him, he still 
enjoys his freedom. Falsa sympathy 
on the part of a police justice has pro- 
longed his immunity from punish- 
inMit. The State of Pennsylvania 
seems to look with good-natured 
toleration npon " afflicted " offenders. 
The law of the State legalizes begging 
by deaf and dumb and blind persons, 
much to the chagrin of intelligent and 
respectable deaf-mutes, who very 
properly took action at their late con- 
vention in Ilarrisburg, looking to the 
repeal of the law so far as deaf mutes 
are concerned. But this ill-considered 
clemency on the part of magistrates 
can not be too strongly condemned. 
The deaf and dumb are educated to 
perform the duties of responsible 
citizenship, and any violation of the 
law on their part should receive the 
the same punishment as that meted 
out to a bearing person. This con- 
tinued false sympathy places the deaf 
and dumb before the public as an 
irresponsible and degraded class. 
The deaf and dumb require only 
justice, and all maudlin sympathy 
and ill-judged leniency towards deaf- 
mute criminals can well be dispensed 
with.

The alarming prevalence of typhoid 
fever at the Belleville (Canada) Insti 
tution has been for some time the sub- 
ject of much comment Until lately, 
the source of the disease was a mys- 
tery, but all doubt as to the origin of 
the recent epidemic has been re noved. 
Impure drinking water has been the 
insidious agent of sickness and death 
A recent analysis of the water which 
has iStantly used, shows it to 

be impregnated with organic matter, 
and entirely unfit for domestic pur 
poses. The Belleville Institution has 
bsen visited more than once with fever 
epidemics, but up to the present time 
very little effort to eliminate the im- 
purities that have been the prime 
cause of the trouble has been made. 
It is hoped that improved sanitary ar 
rangements will usher in an « ra of 
health and pr osp e rit y, and that it will 
never again be found necessary to stop 
the school in the middle of a tern.

•d as any (hat can be adopted 
under the circumstances, but such a 

hue looks very much like an in 
noMition in p.iiliment.nv usage. Il 
might be more courteous to our vene- 
rable chairman to allow him to 

the whole committee at his own dls 
eretioa, while we confide in his bee 

est purpose to exert himself fo the 
bom of his knowledge and ability. If 
•urtosy was not meant to be ex 



tended him, it were inconsistent to 
have honored him with the position 
of Chairman of tho Executive Com- 
mittee. Perhaps a slight amendment 
to "Mr. Why's" suggestion may 
improve it. Had not the Chairman of 
the Local Committee better arrange 
with the Chairman of the Executive 
Committee in regard to the selection 
of the balance of the Committee. The 
local societies of New York have no- 
thing to do with the National Con 
vention of Deaf-Mutes. The conven- 
tion is B convention of individuals — not 
of societies. The National Convention 
recognises no local society collective- 
ly, it deals with tho individual mem- 
bers of the society. A society hay 
ing one hundred members may send a 
delegate to represent it, but thai dele 
gate can cast only one vote, and if, 
00 the other hand the whole society 
should attend the convention they 
could cast a hundred votes. What 
tho friends of the convention do for 
the I'urlheraiico of its success, we 
thank them as individuals, not as 
members of societies. 

"Mr. Why'' hit the nail on the 
bead exactly when he said : " The 
President has no power In the pre- 
mises. The whole responsibility rests 
upon the shoulders of our venerable 
chairman." 

On this point, Harry White, the 
Harry Hotspur of our community, dif- 
fers from "Mr. Why" most radically. 
Our Harry Hotspur concludes thusly: 
"Therefore, it becomes the duty of It. 
I'. McGregor, the President of the 
Association, to appoint a local Coin 
iniflee in New York, and to him afl ap 
peals should be made." Wo will pro 

oeed to analyze the reasoning which 

led our Hotspur to such a conclusion : 
Pint his aspiring spirit seeks solace in 
the stupendous conundrum I "Is the 
Committee superior in authority to the 
regular Hoard with the President at its 
head'" Let him here find out what 
he means by the " regular Hoard " anil 
"the President," and he will be 
able to answer his own question. 
Again, putting the query in another 
form, he asks : Is tho Chairman of the 

Committee above or below in author! 

ty to the President of the A- BOCiation, 
OT what '" Or what? Well, I sup 
pose, if be is neither above nor below 
he must bo either even or now hoi c or 
what. Hut what Association and what 

President are you talking about ? 
Harry propounds still another pa I 

tier: "Have ws two independent 

Hoards of Officers in the same SkSBOd a 
lion?" We hope not; but really it is 
news to us lo know we have an Assoeia 
tion. Our Harry is very much alarm- 
ed least the President of his imaginary 
Association become a mere grinning 
WOOden dummy, not entitled to any 
honor or respect. Hut we will try to 
ease him. First let him know that he 
shirts out on the mistaken assumption 
that the deaf mutes of the United 
States have organized themselves info 
an association. On this false assump- 
tion, he roars the stately supers! rue 
lure of bis ponderous arguments. If 
Harry will recollect one of the rulings 
of Edmund Booth, while be was eel 
ing as temporary chairman of our first 
meeting, bo will find two words that 
exactly described (lie real nature of 
that meeting. Mr. Booth ruled that 
there could he no delegates to Ihe 
meeting, mid that we had simply come 
together aa individuals and formed 
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ourselves into B MOM muting- We 
took no steps to organize ourselves 
into an association. We simply or- 
ganized a single meeting. We adopt 
ed no constitution ; and no resolution 
was passed to select a commit I 
draft a const il ui ion and Hy laws with 
rules and regulations to govern our 
future actions. Wo simply met, talk- 
ed, cussed and discussed, am] went 
home. We passed a resolution direct 
ing the President of that meeting to 
select a committee from each stale 

represented in that meeting, to act as 

a national conunilteo to decide the 
lime and place of holding another 
meeting and to decide such disputed 
questions as might arise. 

We collected some money from 
among ourselves to defray our ex- 

,, and to print our proceedings, 

and left other sundry directions as to 
what wo wanted, and then like an in- 
sect that lias laid its last egg, we just 
laid down and died when we adjourn- 
ed lint i/ie. With that adjournment 
the convention ceased to lie in exis 
tence, and as a body we were dlaaolv 
ed. In this our convention was on 
tirely different from the New England 
Grallaudet Association, the Kmpiro 
Slate Association. The Manhattan, 
Fauwood. and other associations which 
have an Organised DM inbership. 

In parliamentary usage, this distinc- 
tion can be Sew to better advantage 
when WS consider how the general 

affaire of a political party are manag 
ed byja National Executive Committee. 
The Committee decides the time and 

place of holding the National Xonu 
nating Convention. The Chairman of 
that Committee calls the convention 

to Older and reads the call, before the 
body proceeds to organize. The same 
plan is followed by tho teachers of (lie 

Deaf and Dumb. There la no organis 

ed membership among them, each 

meeting is entirely independent of the 

preceding meetings, yet there is a 
standing Executive Committee to d« 

situate ihe 'ime and place of holding 

the meetings. 

One word more. Harry wants Dr. 

Thomas Qallandet on the local Com 

mitloe. Without meaning any dis- 
respect, to our friend, wo would say we 
Would certainly gratefully appreciate, 
assistance be may render us in 
this matter, yet it does not necessarily 

follow that his name should appear on 
one of our committee*, because hi 
not a deaf mule .Masons want only 

masons for Committee-men, so deaf- 
mules want only deaf-mutes.

The pathetic D. Webster George, 
prayed for some one to blow a bugle 
blast and call attention fo the fact 
that this is the year appointed for the 
National Convention, and lo ! in the 
same issue, his prayer was answered. 
If inv letter in a previous issue has 
done something to hurry up matters 
and arouse Mr. Booth from his un- 
accountable lethargy, it has served its 
purpose, and it. was a consummation 
devoutly to be wished. 

I have said that the National Con- 
vent ion was Empowered through its 
Chairman to appoint the place and 
tunc of holding a convention, but no 
provision was made tor the appoint- 
ment of a local committee by him. If 

the power is really vested in the 
Chairman of that Committee, it must 
he by tacit permission. Some one 
who was afraid to sign his true name. 
Cited the " Teachers' Association " as 
in example in which the Chairman of 
the Executive Committee appoints a 
Local committee. That fellow is evi- 
dently •' fresh" on the subject, and 
does not know what ho is talking 
about There is no such a thing as a 
Teachers" Association. The teachers 
simply nice!, at a convention and ef- 
fect a temporary organization. They 
no constitution, no regular 

Hoard, andnothing at all resembling 
our National Convention of deaf- 
mules that is to be. and their pro- 
ceedings are simply governed by the 
RttltS of Order. An association is an 
organized body bound together by a 
constitution and bylaws, with the 
government vested in a regular Hoard 

of Officers, The teachers in conven- 
tion assembled, appointed a perma- 
nent Committee of Arrangements, 

which is simply another name for an 
Executive Committee, with greater 

powers, and a full understanding as 

io i hen- duties. The difference be- 
tween tbe Teachers' Convention and 
Ihe National Convention of deaf- 
mutes, is too far fetched to admit of a 
comparison. The Congress of the 
United States would be abetter com- 
parison in kind, * though, of course, 
not in degree, with our National 
Committee. The President has 

ins Cabinet, which may be oobb- 

parod to a Board, and Congress 
may well be termed a National 
Committee. Now, who has the 
appointing power? Why, the 
President, of course, and the Senate 

either ooufirmi or rejects his appoint- 
ments outside of its own body. The 
same writer refers me to reports of 
"Conventions, Stale OT National, 
political and otherwise," but will he 
tell me the name of a single Conven- 
tion precisely similar to ours P Glit- 
tering generalities won't do here, un- 
friend; to the point nt once. Name a 
single Assoeintion which has at the 
same time a regular Hoard of Officers 
and an F.xeciilive Committee. State 
or National, with the power of mak- 
ing appointments outside of its own 
body. These political convent ions 
are simply temporary organizations, 
governed only by the Uules of Order. 

If ihe unknown writer does not know 
win. I an association is, or the differ- 

erenoe between n Constitution and 

Rules of Order, be had better hunt up 
B manual on Ihe subject. 

Another writer intimates that I 
know no more than Mr. Booth does 
about New York Cily. Well. 1 know 
one thing. That. is. Chiekering Hall 
is situated in a very respectable neigh- 
borhood, out of the way of saloons. 
Of Boston, do not hold our con- 
ventions in beer gardens or gilded 
saloons. Some may- sav that it is no- 
body's fault but that of the men who 
get drunk at conventions. Not BO, 
We should not put them in the way 
of temptation. My preference for 
Chiekering Hall was for that reason 
alone. 'Tho question of rent will 
havo to be considered as a matter of 
course, and there are no doubt many 
other places just as eligible in a vast 
cily like New York.

In the Lyceum, on Friday evening, 
Professor Hotehkiss entertained a 
large andience with tho final lecture 
of the faculty series. His topic was 
" Marshal Vorwarts," the familiar 
title of tho famous soldier and leader, 
Gebhardt Lebereeht Von Blueher, or, 
as he is more commonly known, 
" Blueher." 

In tho opening remarks concerning 
his career, the lecturer noted his 
descent from a military father, who, 
however, wished to keep his youngest 
son out of the army, aud for this pur 
pose sent him from him to become a 
farmer. But destiny was bound to 
prevail, and at the age of fifteen too 
boy became a soldier. He participat- 
ed in the seven years' war. serving 
sqtTKKZK" -a grand w ith distinction, and being wounded 

atFreyburg. Finding fault with the 
promotion of an inferior officer above 
him, he was imprisoned, and subse- 
quently dismissed the service. He 
remained in private life for thirteen 
years, pursuing the vocation of an 
agriculturist with ability anil mi 
In 1778 he tried to re enter the ser- 
vice, but failed. But on the death of 
Frederick II. , in 1786, he hastened to 
Berlin, where his riding attracted the 
notice of the king, and he was ap- 
pointed to ■ the black hussars, whom 
he led in the battles of Jena, Auer- 
atadt and Liebcc. In 1813, he was 
the head of the Silesian army, and he 
had great influence in the coalition 
formed against France, and perform 
ed an important part in the famous 
Hat tie of Waterloo. 

In personal appearance, he pc 
ed a tall, bold figure, a piercing eye, 
and a loud, sonorous voice, his ac- 
coutrements being like that of a 
Cossack. In character, he was like 
the great Frederick in stoical en- 
deavor. For instance, being re- 
pulsed at Brienne, he returned the 
next day, and regained the ad- 
vantage. He was one of the few who 
did not believe in the invincibility of 
Napoh. \s a man of will and 

energy, few were like him. 
of a promotion above him, 
his mind to the King in 
cided language, and got 
"Captain von Ultieher is re 
from his services, and may go to the 
devil." He could not lay much claim 
to an education, being acquainted with 
the German language only, but he en 
joyed writing and eloquence, and had 
much natural ability. 

His rank as a general was. perhaps, 
below some of Napoleon's marshals, 
being rather a tactican than a strage 
gist. But as a leader, he was a 
model. He was identified with his 
soldiers, and could rouse their on 
thnsiasm and devotion as high, per 
haps higher than the greatest, not ex- 
cepting Cisar or Napoleon. The 
Jume"Hi ectAVrer related numerous anecdotes 
of the rough old soldier, which were 
highly amusing. For instance, upon 
receiving the honorary degree of 
LL.D. from Oxford University, as be 
knew of only one kind of doctor, 
he remarked, "I don't know how 111 

do, but I risk it if I ImveG to make 

the pills."

The comparatively few deaths 
which lmve Occurred among the pupils 
durir'g his office, fully demonstrates 
bin ability a« a physician. Every im- 
provement that gave premise of con- 
tributing to the health of the inmates 
of the Institution was embraced, and 
it were superfluous to say that the re- 
salts havo been gratifying in the ex- 
treme. 

Dr. Porter was a strict disciplina- 
rian, atid the order maintained upon 
all occasions was, taking into con- 
sideration the variety of dispositions, 
tastes and peculiarities of those with 
whom he was brought in contact, 
trnly surprising. However, it is but 

i'tist to state that harsh methods bore 
ittle part in the accomplishment of 
this desirable end, and was the excep- 
tion and not the rule. 

H.h relations with the officers and

Fully 
alive to the responsibility which de- 
volved upon him in conducting the

Dr. Porter has seen thirty five 
years' service in public institutions. 
He was connected with the Utica 
Asylum as apothecary and student for 
four years. From there he went to 
Hartford, Ct , and accepted a posi- 
tion in the Insane Asylum. Eighteen 
years were passed here as Acting- 
superintendent and Superintendent, 
when be took a vacation of seven 
rnr.nths. Florida and Cuba were 
first visited, alter which he went by 
sailing vessel to Europe, stopping in 
England. France, Switzerland and 
Italy. He then sailed for Halifax, 
and from there to this city. Here be 
attended a coarse of lectures at the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons. 
The next three years were passed in 
Litchfield. Ct., where he was connect- 
ed with the American Institution for 
Nervous People. In 1873, he nc- 
eepted the Superintenduncy of this 
Institution.
